TARIFF KEFOEM IS INNOCUOUS. 


H seeoia scarcely possible that any one 


should belieye that the depression iu busi- 
ness is due to Ihe election of Cleveland and 
the hope that the needlesu burden of the 
people will be removed. Still many pet- 
sons sssert it very confidently; and although 
the leaders know better, those who take 
their opinions at second-hand may not, in 
every cuse.

manufacturing business was prosperous.
